The fiscal year of 1868-69 has ended, and 
that of 1869-70 has commenced, under 
financial auspices eminently encouraging 
tothe American people. The aggregate 
receipts, from duties on imports, though 
not yet officially stated, are known to 


amount to about $182,000,000 in gold, of } 


which $88,325,756 were paid as interest on 
the public debt—leaving a balance of $95,- 
674,244 of gold receipts beyond gold 
interest paid out during the year, which 
nearly to $10u,v00,000 ip currency. 
@ receipts, from internal revenue 
amounted to $158,287,176 81, which, being 
added to the gold receipts, gives a total of 
$340,287,176 for the last fiscal year. Ad- 
ding to this about $30,000,000 as accruing 
from the sale of lands and other sources, 
income, we have an aggregate of $370,287,- 
176, Théxpense of the Government, in- 
cluding the interest on the public debt,. 
have been about $322,000,000. This leaves 
an excess of receipts over all expenditures 
fi the amount of $48,287,170, 
Local money matters Femain in statu 
quo.

No. 42. John Overton vs. W. F. 
Hardin. From Memphis Law Court. 
Ellet, special Judge, delivered the 
opinion of the Court. | 

Hardin sued Overton as endorser of 
a note made by W. A. Blythe, paya- 
ble to and endorsed by Overton, dated 
June 1, 1860, for $1490, payable twelve 
months after date. On the trial it was 
proved that the note endorsed was 
sold by the maker to Hardin in the 
latter part of March, 1861, before ma- 


| The facts set forth in the following 
narrative were related tous by two 
respectable citizens of DeSoto county, 
whose veracity is vouched for by a 
citizen of this city. Comment on 
their statement is unnecessary; we 
will only say that if they are true, 
Gen. Ames should lose no time in ar- 
resting every man whose name is con- 
nected with the affair, and meting 
out to them the most conci:n punish- 
ment: 

In the autumn of 1868, a young man 
came to Olive Branch, DeSoto county, 
Miss., from Arkansas. His name was 
McGinnis, his initials being G. W. or 
Jno. L., our informant cannot remem- 
ber which. He was poor, but well 
educated, polite, affable, and as his 
subsequent behavior proved steady, 
hardworking and honest—a true man 
in every respect. 
Being anxious to secure some: kind 
of employment, he hired himself im- 
mediately after his arrival in the 
neighborhood toa Dr. Buchanan, as a 
farm hand, in which capacity he re- 
mained with the Doctor for several 
months, and by his laborious habits, 
honesty and politeness. won the es- 
teem and respect of his employer and 
every one with whom he came in con- 
tact. 

The weather becoming warm, some 
time late in the spring, he gave up 
his situation at Dr:’ Buchanan’s, and 
accepted an offer from Dr. F. T. Payne, 
also a resident of the neighborhood of 
Olive Branch, to attend to and run a 
saw and grist mill for him. He then 
became an inmate of Paynie’s house, 
and intimate with his family, espe- 
cially with his son, Lafayette Payne. 
His conduct in this “magi was strictly 
in accordance with the good character 
that he had previously earned for 
himselfat Dr. Buchanan’s, and Dr. 
Payne said of him repeatedly that he 
was as good a hand as ever he had 
about him. 

During his residence at Payne’s 
house, the young man, Lafayette 
Payne, with whom, as we have just. 
mentioned, he became very intimate, 
told hina as a secret several scandalous 
stories about certain young ladies in 
the neighborhood, one of whom Mr. 
McGinnis was visiting. This shocked 


which were sold by Blythe at the same 
time for $771; and that. Hardin, the 
plaintiff, was a professional note shav- 
er. Overton was of large fortune, and 
first rate credit, and the note could 
have been readily discounted in bank 
at the usual banking rates. One 
Johnson held the note of Blythe for 
$5555, due in 1858, on which Overton 
and three others were sureties. About 
June, 1860, sg proposed to take it 
up by giving Johnson tour new notes, 
each endorsed by one of the sureties. 
Blythe sent the notes, on one of which 
Overton was endorser, but Johnson 
declined to take them. | 
Blythe’s were read in evidence. The 
first, dated June 13, 1860, explained 
the arrangement, and enclosed one of 
the new notes to Overton. The 
other letter was dated August 
20, 1860, returned this note to Overton 
and enclosed another for him to en- 


that the notes be endorsed instead of 
being signed by the sureties on their 
face, und that the time of maturity is 
changed from six to twelve months, 
interest added for the additional six 
months. The note returned to Over- 
ton was dated June 1, 1860, for $1430 
payable six months after date, signed 
by Blythe & Overton, payable to 
Johnson. Blythe died in February, 
1865, and the defendant offered to 
prove that after he sold the note to 
ylaintiff, and before its maturity, 
3lythe dechkred to a witness that 
Overton was accommodation endorser 
for him on the note in question, that 
the note was made to enable him to 
take up the Johnson note, and that he 
had no right to use it for any other 
urpose, but that he had misapplied 
it, and let Hardin haveit. Their evi- 
dence was objected to and excluded by 
the Court, Possession by the maker 
of an endorsed note is presumptive 
evidence that it was endorsed for his 
accommodation. Edwards on Bills, 
317, 318 and notes; Brown ys. Taber, 
5 Wen, 566; Erwin vs. Shoffer, 8 Ohio, 
43.
